The 
proposed construction ot a 


high line to carry current from Lin- 
coln to Fremont for power and light 
purpOMB, is but one of a number of 
development possibilities which the 
Continental Light & Power company 
will gladly open up if opportunity 
arises, according to Manager Hill of 
the Lincoln company. He states, 
'however, that negotiations between 
Fremont and the Continental are in 
charge of the Omaha office exclu- 
sively and for this reason, he de- 
clines to comment on whether or not 
such development is probable. 


F. H. Brooks, vice president and 


William H. McGeachin, engineer of 
the Continental company, revived in- 
terest at Fremont Wednesday in the 
Fremont Power Canal project by de- 
tftring that within five years the 
company will build a gigantic plant 
between Fremont and Cedar Bluffs 
to be operated from the Platte and 
Loup rlvera. 


The Omaha men also laid a pro- 


position before the Fremont board of 
public works of furnishing light and 
power by use of a line from Lin- 
coln. The board took the matter un- 
der consideration. 


The Water Question. 


Contemplated developments by the 


Continental, according to Manager 
Hill, undoubtedly will depend upon 
establishment of 
a super plant 


Whether or not that plant is located 
in Lincoln 
will, according to the 


manager, 
depend to some extent 


upon the water question. 


"There is some question," he said, 


"ms to whether or not the company 
would be justified in spending a large 
amount of money for a super plant 
here to feed outside territory unless 
there is assurance of an adequate 
water supply. Certainly 'It would be 
advantageous to be as near Lincoln 
as possible for this is a central point 
It would be preferrable to locate this 
•uper steam plant here. We used ap- 
proximately 
55,000,000 gallons 
of 


water 
during 
the 
past twelve 


months." 


Manager Hill in no way criticises 


the city water department It is ap- 
parent, however, that he has the ex- 
perience of the Burlington in mind 
and that, with many years of engi- 
neering back of him, h eis aware of 
salt surroundings. Nor does he com- 
plain outwardly of the Lincoln water 
rate to the large consumers. 
This 
rate is 15 cents per thousand gallons 
whteher the consumer uses 5,000 gal- 
lons or 5,000,000 gallons. There has

CHAPTER IL 


WA8H1NOTON, Dec. 
«.—When 


he weather man steps up before the 
rig chart on which bis assistants 
have marked the weather conditions 
prevailing in his district he stakes 
tis reputation tbat be can accurately 
predict the kind of weather that will 
occur over an area of several states 
within the next twenty-four hours. 


He doesnt gamble his reputation 


n one prediction, but every predic- 
tion he makes leaves its mark. Each 
orecast he makes la checked against 
actual conditions; his "hatting aver- 
age" figured, compared 
with 
the 


averages of hia colleagues and of 
hose practicing forecasters who are 
after bis job ,and marked down in 


s records of the central weather 


bureau here In Washington. 


To insure uniformity of rating, the 


weather bureau has prepared a care- 
hilly drafted list of words for use in 
forecasts, each of which has 
a 


definite mening—a system which 
pevents "hedging." For instaaee, if 
the weather man says "rain," the 
records for the day for which he is 
predicting must show precipitation 
of at least l-100th of an inch. 


The weather man can use the 


words "possibly" or "probably" if he 
thinks that describes the situation, 
but If he says "probably showers" 
or "possibly northwest winds," and 
winds do not occur, his prediction 
in these respects is counted as a 
failure and his average takes a 
slump. Getting Hack Marks. 


Now, the thing -works both ways. 


If the weather man says a certain 
condition will occur and it doesn't, 
he gets a black mark. On the other 
hand, if he falls to say a certain con- 
dition win occur, and it does, he 
gets-a black mark, too. 
This Is particularly hard on the 


weather man in winter, with respect 
to cold waves. A "cold wave" in the 
precise terminology of the bureau, 
Is a specified drop in temperature 
within twenty-four hours. It must 
occur within a thirty-six hour period 
following the forecast. The amount 
of drop specified depends upon the 
location of the "cold wave" and Me 
time of year. It averages 20 de- 
grees. 
With the northern border virtually 


unprotected by outposts to report 
the advance of cold waves, the 
weather men are often caught un- 
awares by a sharp cold snap which 
they failed to foresee. 
Accordingly, 


their averages go down- 
Other conditions which must be 


forecast are frost, high winds and 
flood*. About the only things toe 
forecaster is not expected to pre- 
dict are tornadoes. The weather bu 
reaa stopped predicting them some 
years ago, after they had frightened 
most of the Mississippi valley popu- 
lation half to death with predictions 
that failed to verify. 


All predictions and forecasts are 


checked In the central office fcere 
They mre cosapfled for the individual 
forecaster, for his district office and 
for their respective 
components, 


such as weather, temperature, etc. 
The average for the whole forecast- 
ing force over a number of years has 
been JS per cent accurate, the 
•weather for stt days out of seven 
correctly predicted. But this aver- 
age is obtained by balancing fore- 
casts made Is difficult localities with 
those In -easy" localities. What and 
where they are win be told tomor- 
row.

Our country has

We 


have not felt warranted in assuming 
the responsibilities which its •mem- 


- bers have assumed. I am not pro- 


posing any change in this 
policy; 


neither is the senate. The incident, 
so far as we are concerned, is closed. 
The league exists as a foreign 
agency. We hope it will be helpful. 
But the United States sees no 
reason to limit its own freedom and 
independence of action by joining it. 


' We shall do well to recognize this 
basic fact in all national affairs and 
govern ourselves accordingly. 


World Court. 


Our foreign policy has 
always 


• been guided by two principles. 
The 


one is the avoidance of permanent 
political alliances which would sac- 
rifice our proper independence. The 
other is the peaceful settlement of 
controversies between nations. By 
example and by treaty we have ad- 
vocated 
arbitration. 
For nearly 


twenty-five years we have been 2 
member of The Hague tribunal, and 
have long sought the creation of a 
permanent world court of justice. I 
am in full accord with both of these 
policies. I favor the establishment

The foreign service of our govern- 


ment needs to be reorganized and 
improved.

Fiscal Condition. 


Our main problems are domestic 


problems. Financial /stability is the 
first requisite of sound government. 
We cannot escape the effect of world 
conditions. We cannot avoid the in- 
evitable results of the economic dis- 
orders which have reached all na- 
tions. 
But we shall diminish their 


harm to us in proportion as we con- 
tinue to 
restore our government 


finances to a secure and endurable 
position. This we can and must do. 
Upon that firm foundation rests the 
only hope of progress and prosper- 
ity. 
From that source must come 


relief for the people. 


This is.being accomplished by a 


drastic but orderly retrenchment, 
which is bringing our expenses with- 
in our means. The origin of this has 
been the determination of the Amer- 
ican people, the main support has 
been the courage of those in author- 
ity, and the effective method 
has 


been the budget system. The result 
has involved real sacrifice by depart- 
ment heads, but it has Feen made 
without flinching. This system is a 
law of the congress. It represents 
your will. It must be maintained and 
ought to be strengtnened by the ex- 
ample of your observance. Without a 
budget system there can be no fixed 
responsibility 
and 
no constructive 


scientific economy. 


This great concentration of effort 


by the administration and congress 
has brought the expenditures, exclu- 
sive of the self-supporting postoffice 
department, down to three billion dol- 
lars.

Upon these projects 
depend much ' future industrial and 
agricultural progress. 
They repre- 


sent the protection of large areas 
from flood and the 
addition of a 


great amount of cheap power and 
cheap freight by use of navigation, 
chief of which is the bringing of 
ocean-going ships to the Great lakes. 


Another problem of allied 
char- 


acter is the superpower development 
-of the northeastern states, consider- 
ation of which is proceeding under 
the direction of the department of 
commerce by joint conference with 
the local authorities. 


Railroads. 


Criticism of the railroad law has 


been directed, first, to the section 
laying down the rule by which rates 
are fixed, and' providing for payment 
to the government and use of excess 
earnings; second, to the method for 
the adjustment of wage scales; and 
third, to the authority permitting 
consolidations. 
* _ 
It has been erroneously assumed 


that the act undertakes to guarantee 
railroad earnings. 
The law requires 


that rates should be just and reason- 
able. That has always been the rule 
under which rates have been fixed. 
To make a rate that does not yield a 
fair return results in confiscation, 
and confiscatory rates are, of course, 
unconstitutional. 
Unless the gov- 


ernment adheres to the rule of mak- 
ing a rate that will yield a fair re- 
turn, it must abandon rate making 
altogether. The new and important 
feature of that part of the law is the 
recapture and redistribution of ex- 
cess rates. The constitutionality of 
this method is now before the

THOUGHT CREMATED. 


Financial Affairs Became Involved 


So He Dropped From Sight— 


Took Chicago Girl With 


Him on Travels. 


WOMAN BUILDS EIGHT-ROOM HOME 


NAPA, Cal., Dec. 6.—"I only saw- 


one wa> out and I took it." 


That was thr- 
explanation which 


Edward J. Sailstad or Eau Claire, 
Wis., gave today for his mysterious 
"disappearance" in 1920 when his 
business affairs, badly tangled, 
he 


dropped out of sight with his secre- 
tary after attempting to make it ap- 
pear that he had been burned to 
death. 


Sailstad was arrested at St. Helena 


near here, yesterday, together with 
the girl who first said she was Mary 
Brown and later was declared to be 
Dorothy Anderson ot" Eau Claire. 


Since 1920 Sailstad has been sup- 


posed to be dead. 
Charred bones 


identified as his 
were 
found in a 


burned cabin in a summer resort in 
Wisconsin. 


Sailstad, according to Thomas An- 


glin, district attorney, confessed last 
night that the bones were those of a 
man whom he knew; that the man 
had died, and that he, in the dead of 
night had gone to the cemetery, dug 
up the remains, placed them in the 
cabin and set fire to the place. 


Sailstad declared that he did it to 


"get away" from his wife and that 
his business affairs became involved. 


"I owed a lot of money," he said. 


"I thought it over and the idea came 
to me that there was no use waiting 
to die before collecting my life insur- 
ance. 


"I didn't -want to kill anyone, yet I 


needed a corpse. 


"So I kept a lookout for people that 


looked like me who were about to die 
and pretty soon I learned that Allen 
McFee, -whom I knew had died up at 
Lake Nebagammon, Wis. 


"I went there and rented a bunga- 


low at the resort and one night 
I 


drove out to the Presbyterian ceme- 
tery, dug up McFee's body, put it in 
a piece of canvas, carried it to the 
house I had rented, and put my ring 
on the finger." 


He at first refused to say where 


he had met the young woman who 
was with him. 


Officers stated, however, that she 


admitted she was Dorothy Anderson, 
stenographer, and that she met Sail- 
stad in Chicago and fled with him. 


The flight, which has lasted three 


years, 
took 
Sailstad 
thru many 


states. The automobile which he had 
with him in St Helena when arrest- 
ed carried an Arizona license. 


Long drawn out legal controversy 


over attempts to 
collect Sailstad's 


$80,000 insurance followed his disap- 
pearance. His widow married a sec- 
ond time, believing he was dead. 


The "Sunshine Girl." 


Miss Anderson was known around 


her home in Chicago "as "the sun- 
shine girl" because she was always 
smiling.

"I met Sailstad in Chicago in 1915 


and liked him very much. 


"At that time I was. engaged to 


ma'rry another man.

late Wednesday afternoon. 
The fil- 


ing fee was paid by a committee of 
Scottsblutf citizens and the receipt 
forwarded. Supplemental 
petitions 


will be filed from time to time, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ayers. 
Speaker Mathers, native of Otoe 


county but for many years a resi- 
dent of Gering, made tne following 
statement in response to a query as 
to whether or not he will accept the

to describe the most, beautiful cos- 
tume ball I had ever attended two or 
three memorable affairs sprang to 
my mind 1ml 1 finally decided to tell 
el one which took place in Rome 
Borne years ago.

A good deal of excite- 


ment attended the ball, and some ap- 
prehension on the part of the host- 
ess, for it had been twice postponed 
owing to the illuess of the Pope. This 
time he was ill again but the Rodds 
and their advisors decided to launch 
the ball without further postpone- 
ment. 


The tenseness of the situation -was 


accounted for by the fact that the 
Blacks, who were very powerful In 
Rome, had decided that there was 
something'portentions in the Pope's 
being taken ill each time the ball 
was to be given. They had come to 
the conclusion that if the Pope died 
the night of the ball it would be ab- 
solute proof that Lady Rodd had the 
"evil eye." It sounds incredible, but 
I was told that if this had occured 
the English government would un- 
doubtedly have 
had to recall the 


Rodd'a. Fortunately, 
however, the 


evening passed with nothing to mar 
its perfection, and Lady Rodd was 
absolved of the charge of having the 
"evil eye." 
It was a fancy dress ball of no 


particular period. Many of the Ital- 
ians present appeared 
in glorious 


jewels inherited 
from generations. 


The effect of their flashing, brilliant 
costumes was, consequently, almost 
startling at my impressionable age. 
Of course the costumes 
had been 


planned and discussed 
for months 


before, and no money spared in their 
making. I was informed later that the 
cost of some of them was fabulous. 


Pageant Opens Ball 


A magnificant pageant, the coup of 


the evening, opened the ball. At the 
end of the main ballroom sat Lady 
Rodd on a dias surrounded by her 
attendants. The various groups rep- 
resenting nearly all the countries of 
the world danced before our hostess 
and upon paying homage to her pro- 
ceeded to their diases intersperced 
about the room. Among these groups 
the most noteworthy was that which 
portrayed Colonial America. Its mem- 
bers, the most beautiful women in 
Rome, presented 'a charming minuet 
with their partners, the 
powdered 


wigs and gorgeous brocades lending 
glamor to the scene. I had reason to 
feel proud of the American costume, 
altho I could not claim the looks for 
this side of the water. 


Splendid spectacles followed each 


other in kaliedescopic sequence and 
when finally all 
the diases 
were 


surrounded by the different groups, 
the entree of the evening was made. 
I have mentioned her before, this ex- 
traordinary woman of Europe, whose 
chief claim to fame is the fact that 
she is fascinatingly ugly! Tall and 
exceedingly graceful, she might al- 
most be called scrawny were it not 
for the ease with which she car- 
ries herself. Altho her face is posi- 
tively ugly, she dares to accentuate 
her strangeness by a trick of make- 
up which gives 
an uncanny look 


about the eyes. She has three points 
of undoubted beauty, however—her 
long slim bands, her feet, and her an- 
kles. 
This evening she entered unatten- 


ded, gowned in a costume made en- 
tirely of cloth of gold. She wore 
closely fitting trousers and a little 
skirt which flared up over her hips. 
A gold train that seemed yards long , 
fell from her slim shoulders, carried 
by two tiny negro 
train bearers 


wearing stunning feather head dres- j 


ses. A golden sun surmounted her 
own head and long golden points 
curled up from her finger tips. 


Lack Of Color Adds To Effect 


Her ensemble was further enhan- 


ced by the total absence of color. 
This was conspicuous by reason of 
the brilliant colorings worn by her 
attendants. Behind the two little ne- 
groes (they were really tiny) fol- 
lowed two slightly larger dusky boys, 
one carrying on his head a dish ot 
gorgeously hued fruit, the other, also 
on his head, a beautiful peacock re- 
posing on a platter. A magnificent- 
ly built, bronze skinned negro com 
pleted the retinue. His sinuous arms 
guided two huge mastiffs which he 
ed by their collars. 


The leader of the Oriental group 


stepped forward to meet her as she 


entered. This stalwart man escorted 
her on his arm to the dias where he 
presented her to Lady Rodd. Here 
she executed a fascinating and rath 
er wlerd dance in which she exploi- 
ted her with remarkable effect. The 
long curled points 
of gold looked 


very odd as she manipulated them 
during the dance.
